conserving the storm waters in 
these 


streams.

Tne work was flrst begun here 
and* 


likewise was it first completeu. 
The 


surveys of the Tiuckee river were fin- 
ished almost before nationnal irriga; 
tion schemes were thought of in other 
state^;. 
Nevada was ready when con- 


gress' passed the 
bill 
appropriating 


funds for the building of 
irrigation 


canals and storage reservoirs and set- 
ting apart land to be taken up under 
the irrigation act 
by actual 
home 


makers.
